NO THEFT 

The Charge Against Michael McCarthy 
Withdrawn 

I Some time ego mention was made 
! in these columns of the preliminary 
hearing of a charge of theft prefer¬ 
red against Michael McCarthy, and it 
was thought that an Interesting legal 
fight would result. But it was not so. 
A quantity of wheat taken by Mc¬ 
Carthy for wages was the subject of 
the case, others claiming ownership of 
the grain. When McCarthy was 
placed on trial before Mr. Justice Mc¬ 
Carthy on a charge of theft, on Tues¬ 
day morning, L. F. Mayhood, for the 
crown, stated that owing .to the ab¬ 
sence of the chief witness for the pro¬ 
secution the crown desired to enter a 
plea of nolle prosequi. This was ac¬ 
cepted by his lordship and the pri¬ 
soner discharged. M. A. Macdonald, 
who appeared with L. H. Stack for the 
defence, informed the court that the 
case should never have been brought 
into court and that no proceedings 
would have been taken except for the 
persistence of the complainant, Gustaf 
L. Johansen, who accused McCarthy 
of having stolen a quantity of wheat 
from him.' , 

SAD EVENT r 

Resident of Vulcan District is Shot 

to Death 

Vulcan is surely having its share of 
sadness. Early Monday momin&T 
George Mitchell came to his death b> 
his own hand, and this sad event has 
created a general and sincere regret, 
and a real sympathy for the family 
who sorrow, “for they and the deceas¬ 
ed have been held in high esteem in 
the community. 

Deceased, who resided with a 
brother and worked a section of land 
north of Vulcan, arose early on Mon¬ 
day morning, and taking a shot gun 
with him to a portion of the large 
house opposite to that occupied by 
members of the household, discharged 
the wapon in such a way that the 
upper portion of the head was badly 
shattered, death being instantaneous. 
To know the man and the brothers 
makes the detailing of this sad affair 
painful and distressing, and a motive 
for the act we have-not been able to 
discover. He was ** not worried by 
financial difficulties, was unmarried 
and without family obligations. He 
was one of the last that might be ex¬ 
pected to be responsible for such an 
act, and up to the time of writing the 
family has not discovered any ex¬ 
planation.

A Stettler farmer urges the Alberta 
legislature to place a bounty on crows 
and bird pests that are causing much 
damage to crops in the province, be¬ 
sides destroying nine-tenths of the 
bird life in the province. Saskatche¬ 
wan and B.C. have put a bounty on 
crows with the result they are being 
crowded into Alberta. 

Newspaper throughout the world 
refer in editorial or news columns to 
the surging unrest of the have-nots 
and unemployed and also to the grow¬ 
ing strength of their new found voice.

R. N. MARSHALL 

Passing of Prominent Citizen of 
Vulcan District 

-The funeral of the late Robert^ 
Niven Marshall, whose demise was 
briefly mentioned in our last issue, 1 
took place in Vulcan on Friday, April 
13th, services being held in the Union 
Church, and interment taking place at 
Vulcan burial park. Services were, 
conducted by Rev. Mr. Brunton and 
Rev. Mr. Faulkner of Reid Hill. The 
attendance was large, many friends 
paying tribute to the memory of a 
citizen of worth who commanded the 
esteem of all with whom he had ac¬ 
quaintance, and the community reco¬ 
gnizes a distinct loss. 

Robert Niven Marshall was bom in 
Edinburg, Scotland, in 1854, and came 
to Canada with his parents whelMie 
was 114 years old. They came over 
in a sailing vessel, which required 
sixteen weeks to make . the voyage. 
They settled at Hamilton, Ontario, 
and later moved to Tesswater, Bruce 
County, tfhere deceased resided all his 
life, until five years ago, when he 
came out to Alberta with hie wife to 
be near the members of their family, 
who had moved one at a time to the 
West. 

He was married in 1881 to Sarah 
Porter, of Goderich, Ontario, and 
seven children came to bless their 
union, six of whom are still living, one 
dying In childhood. He leaves to 
mourn his loss, besides his wife and 
three sons and three daughters, four 
brothers and one sister, and of the 
latter, John Marshall, of Moosimin, 
Sask., was present at the funeral, as 
were also all members of the family, 
namely, Mr. and Mrs. Gordon McKay, 
Mr. and Mrs. James B. Marshall, Ma 
and Mr®. John P. Marshall, Mr. and 
Mrs. Stanley Hemmingway, Leslie 
Marshall and Mrs. Reta Gilmore, and 
their children.

Lethbridge Herald: Superintendent 
Porter of the local C. P. R. irrigation 
branch has touched what it is no ex¬ 
aggeration to my is a vital issue as it 
affects farm life, more particularly, in 
Southern Alberta, when he emphasizes 
the need of tree-planting. If farms 
are to be made to be homes, as they 
should be, there is nothing more fitted 
to give the attraction of a home than 
trees on the farm. In trees them is 
•hade for the human being and for 
the cattle from the summer heat, 
apart from their uses as holders of 
moisture. The cultivation of trees in 
this part of the Province is by no 
means difficult, as experience has 
shown. There is something more in 
farming than the raising of crops. 
Agriculture is an industry that has 
been idealized. To keep it orf this 
plane trees have their inestimable 
service, particularly where there is 
the family. The ideals of heme should 
be sought for in making it attractive 
to those within it, and so creating that 
loVe for the old home in giving It that 
picturesqueness which will make it to 
be loved. Tree-pianting on the farms 
is a duty which every farmer should 
recognize. In fact, with all that 
trees mean, it is responsibility which 
should weigh on every farmer in the 
regard he should have for the sur¬ 
roundings of his farm. No painter 
can paint a more idealistic picture 
than the farm nestled among trees, 
with children playing in their shade 
and the cattle reclining under the cool 
comfort which they afford. In the 
measure trees are cultivated will be 
seen the pride of the fanner in his 
farm. 

Saturday Night: The frequent re¬ 
ferences in these columns to the pos¬ 
sibilities of central heating being 
generally adopted in our centres of 
population has led to a great deal of 
correspondence, indicating that the 
subject is one that should be still fur¬ 
ther pursued. From the Superinten¬ 
dent of Utilities of North Battleford, 
Sank., comes a communication to the 
effect that that little city is solving its 
heating system with a central heating 
plapt In the case of North Battle- 
ford we are told by Mr. Cad well, the 
superintendent, the heating medium 
is a by-product of the municipal light 
and power plant That is to say 
steam is generated with coal, primari¬ 
ly for light and power, the exhaust 
steam is then utilized for the heating 
of the homes and business houses of 
the citizens^ This experiment was 
first worked out in North Battleford in 
1916 when a steam main was laid 
from the power plant to the public 
library, a distance of some 760 feet 
So successful was this service that it 
was decided to extend it to the busi¬ 
ness section of the dty, and Httle by 
little it has grown until it is now

THE FARMERS FAIR CLAIM 


The farmer is a prime necessity to 
Canada. It la therefore the beginning 
of wisdom to make his case tolerable. 
That is a plain business proposition. 
The (Question Is how to do it. On the 
average, at least in late years, bank¬ 
ing operations have not made their 
stockholders wealthy, and the double 
liability pertaining to bank stocks has 
made an investor timid about holding 
them. Clearly the banks are not 
blameworthy for not unduly risking 
the funds entrusted to them, or for re¬ 
quiring more or lees liquid assets as 
security for loans, aa they axe at all 
times subject to heavy demands for 
the return of the moneys- entrusted to 
them. They cannot be required to 
lend against securities they mistrust, 
or too largely against any one kind of 
security without some guarantee 
from the nation that losses thereby 
sustained would be made good to 
them. There would be great danger 
in that. And, as already said, there 
would be great danger both to the 
national credit and to good govern¬ 
ment ifa national banking system was 
placed in the hands of politicians, who 
might use such power in a partisan or 
' corrupt way, and hi any case without 
adequate knowledge and training. 
That is why the actual lending of the 
money should be on the security of 
the assets, several and combined, and 
at the discretion, of a local mutual 
club who would- put up a certain per¬ 
centage, say 26%, of each loan. 
Lloyd’s acts largely on that plan. The 
chartered banks, under proper super¬ 
vision of parliament might bettor un¬ 
dertake to finance communities this 
way than could a government bank.

It is freely predicted in the United 
States that unless matters mend, and 
that soon, there will be another buyer’s 
strike. For no particular reason 
prioes are climbing, both in that coun¬ 
try and in Canada. For Instance in 
1923 it is going to coat more to build 
than it did in 1922. Which will mean 
that the public are going to look at 
their dollars twice before investing 
them in building operations. Take all 
the basic commodities, such aa coal, 
steel, lumber, lead, etc. All are far 
higher, in some eases seventy-five per 
cento higher, than in 1921. And the 
same applies to such articles aa teas, 
coffees, and sugars. There is also a 
prospect that anthracite coal will cost 
more next year than it did in 1921. 
United States, financial papers attri¬ 
bute the upward -tendency of prices to 
the ehortage «f labor. They point out 
that in many trades there are not suf¬ 
ficient men to operate plants at fid! 
capacity, which means higher costs of 
production. There is also reported to 
be a shortage of railway labor. 
Whether all this is real prosperity or 
just an imitation remains to be seen. 
Tough the majority, of those writing 
on the subject are ef the opinion that 
it is a case of undue inflation, and 
that sooner or later the bubble will 
burst.—Saturday Night.

STAMP ACT CHANGES 


Rumors of two or three more or less 
drastic changes in business taxes are 
discussed in an Ottawa special ot Can¬ 
adian Grocer. These are said to be: 

1. Cancellation of the Receipt Tax. 

2. Cancellation of the Excise Tax 
on beverages and confectionery. 

3. Changes in stamp tax on checks 
and documents, etc. This change 
would be maintaining the present 2c. 
stamp on checks up to $100 and above 
that, 4c. only instead of the present 
graded scale. 

The government has secured a much 
greater revenue from the Sales Tax 
than it anticipated, which leaves it in 
a position to make some changes in 
these taxes that have proven more or 
less of an annoyance to business men.

THE FARMER'S DOLLAR 


The farmer is asking himself and 
the country why it is that the pur¬ 
chasing power of the industrial work¬ 
er stands at 60 to 60 per cent, above 
1914, while the purchasing power of 
his own products in much below that 
level. The farmer wants to know the 
basis of the claim of the railroad 
worker, whose high wages are already 
a burden upon him, to a saving waga 
when the farmer himself eannot get 
more than a living wage by working 
“ldn to kaint." He is beginning to 
understand that after all allowance 
has been made for the various factors 
which contributed to his fall from the 
high level to which he was raised by 
the war demand for hie goods, his 
main handicaps in the readjustment 
period have been those imposed by the 
privileged status of the railway an<3 
industrial workers. As soon as the 
farmer gets his pencil working right 
on his production costs he will find 
that the disparity of 30 cents of his 
dollar is due to the labor trust that 
controls the railway, mining and in¬ 
dustrial wage that makes high prices 
for what the farmer has to buy.—Pay 
Roll. 

The “Payroll” is a magazine pub¬ 
lished in Winnipeg and from the 
copies we read we obtained informa¬ 
tion on the labor situation that was of 
deep interest. “Legislation is one of 
the moet vital subjects confronting the 
employer today, says The Payroll.”

CATTLE FOR EXPORT 


"It hu been suKCe«tedhe said, 
“that because of certain economic con¬ 
ditions which exist in different parts 
of the Country that the encourage¬ 
ment of more people to enter this 
country would be a mistake. To me 
the necessity is so obviously with us 
that the problem is not now a de¬ 
batable one. 

“We either believe in this country 
or we do not. If we believe in it we 
know that it can support more then 
nine million people and that it will re¬ 
quire more than nine million people to 
support it We know also that capital 
is required to help in its development 
and that capital can only be provided 
from two sources, one through inter¬ 
esting foreign investors and the other, 
relatively small, by interesting our 
own people in the country’s natural 
wealth and industrial prospects. The 
first can be accomplished by bringing 
the manifold opportunities of this 
country to the notice of those who are 
looking for capital and industrial ex¬ 
pansion, and the second by reducing, 
as far as possible, the taxes which 
take from the individual for Govern¬ 
ment purposes the surplus which he 
would, no doubt, be glad^taffoinveat in 
the enterprises of his <wn country. 

“Look forward to the time when 
the increasing prosperity of the coun¬ 
try and reduction hi the country’s 
taexa will make available for Canada 
a greater portion of the savings of 
the Canadian people. These are econ¬ 
omic questions, and will be dealt with 
by experts, but the public opinion 
which will be responsible for the ini¬ 
tiation of any movement, must be due 
to a public belief and a public senti¬ 
ment stimulated by clubs and organ, 
izations such es yours.” 


The removal of the embargo has re¬ 
sulted in a keen demand from Great 
Britain for Canadian cattle. The 
question now is, can Canadian feeders 
maintain a regular supply of cattle 
which will keep this channel of trade 
open ? The percentage during the past 
year of cattle that have been fit for 
export has been alarmingly small.

Talk of a secessionist movement in 
the west is not causing much excite¬

Mr. Tolmie is a strong advo¬ 
cate of mixed farming, believing that 
only when the fanners stop trying to 
make a sucoass of raising only one 
crop a year and instead carry on 
dairying operations, raise a few hogs 
and some cattle, will agriculture in 
western Canada be on a stable basis. 

Dr. Tolmie, who was federal minis¬ 
ter of agriculture under the last Con¬ 
servative administration, said condi¬ 
tions in the west today are not as bad 
as they have been at other times, when 
glutted markets and other causes con¬ 
tributed to make it a hard job for the 
farmers to keep going. 

“In no other country in the world 
that participated in the late war, with 
the exception of the United States, are 
agricultural conditions as favorable as 
they are in Canada at the present 
I time,” he said. “The main trouble

The medical council of Alberta gava 
a grant of $2,000 to assist Professor 
Collip in his investigations with in¬ 
sulin and its kindred products. 

Dr. Collip of Edmonton is a bio¬ 
chemist, and while doing research 
work in Toronto a year or so ago, it 
was suggested by Dr. Banting, that aa 
certain secretions necessary for pro¬ 
per digestion were absent in patiOhts 
suffering from diabetes, this lack 
should be supplied from sources out¬ 
side the patient himself. In conjunc¬ 
tion with Dr. Banting and Dr. Best, 
Dr. Collip commenced his investiga¬ 
tions and after much work and many 
experiments succeeded in isolating a 
product which he named “insulin.” At 
present, however, the product is too 
expensive to be generally used, and 
Professor Collip is experimenting to 
develop “insulin" or an allied product 
so cheaply as to be easily available for 
any sufferer from diabetes. The pre¬ 
sent donation by the medical men 
makes $7,000 they have given the uni¬ 
versity for this work.

Dr. Charles Barker delivered three 
addresses in Calgary recently to 
fathers and prospective fathers which 
was listened to with deep interest by 
large audiences as the speaker fold 
them what their responsibilities to 
their sons were.

SUPPLANTS INSULIN 


The Winnipeg Free Press published 
the following from its Edmonton cor* 
respondent on April 16, which will be 
wonderful if correct: 

“That a cure for diabetes lies latent 
in green onion tops, onion roots, bar¬ 
ley roots, sprouted grain, green wheat 
leaves, bean tops, lettuce and various 
forms of yeast has been demonstrated, 
through a long series of experiments 
conducted by Dr. James B. CoHip, head 
of the department of bio-chemlstry at 
the University of Alberta and co-dis¬ 
coverer of the insulin treatment of 
diabetes with Dr. F. G. Banting, Dr. 
J. J. R. McLeod and Dr. C. H. Best, at 
the University of Toronto, more than 
a year ago. The new discovery, It is 
stated, will supplant insulin In the 
near future. It means the final vic¬ 
tory over diabetes.
